Malaysian government releases jet data

The release of the informa¬ 
tion came as the underwa¬ 
ter hunt for the jet is poised 
to pause until later in the 
summer while new, power¬ 
ful sonar equipment is ob¬ 
tained, a sign of just how 
difficult it will be to locate 
the jet and finally get some 
answers on how it went 
missing with 239 people on 
board.

Boat accident kills US woman in Bahamas

Chinese man sentenced for

Speaking through an inter¬ 
preter, Zhifei Li expressed 
remorse for his actions and 
asked to be reunited with 
his sick 4-year-old daugh¬ 
ter in China before his sen¬ 
tencing Tuesday in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict court in Newark. 

The 30-year-old pleaded 
guilty in December to 11 
counts, including conspira¬ 
cy, smuggling, illegal wild¬ 
life trafficking and making 
fake documents. 


The U.S. attorney’s office 
says Li, operating through 
his business Overseas Trea¬ 
sure Finding, 

paid three antiques deal¬ 
ers in the United States to 
help him smuggle the items 
to China. 

Prosecutors say the 30 
smuggled rhino horns plus 
other objects made from 
the horns and from el¬ 
ephant ivory were worth 
about $4.5 million. 

The horns were allegedly 
shipped to Hong Kong 
and then mainland China 
wrapped in duct tape and 
hidden in porcelain vases.

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Median CEO pay rises above $10 million in 2013

NEW YORK (AP) — They’re 
the $10 million men and 
women. Propelled by a 
soaring stock market, the 
median pay package for 
a CEO rose above eight 
figures for the first time last 
year. The head of a typi¬ 
cal large public company 
earned a record $10.5 
million, an increase of 8.8 
percent from $9.6 million 
in 2012, according to an 
Associated Press/Equilar 
pay study. Last year was 
the fourth straight that 
CEO compensation rose 
following a decline during 
the Great Recession. The 
median CEO pay pack¬ 
age climbed more than 50 
percent over that stretch. 
A chief executive now 
makes about 257 times 
the average worker's sal¬ 
ary, up sharply from 181 
times in 2009. The best 
paid CEO last year led an 
oilfield-services company. 
The highest paid female 
CEO was Carol Meyrow- 
itz of discount retail giant 
TJX, owner of TJ Maxx and 
Marshall’s. And the head 
of Monster Beverage got a 
monster of a raise. 


Over the last several years, 
companies' boards of di¬ 
rectors have tweaked ex¬ 
ecutive compensation to 
answer critics' calls for CEO 
pay to be more attuned 
to performance. They've 
cut back on stock options 
and cash bonuses, which 
were criticized for reward¬ 
ing executives even when 
a company did poorly. 
Boards of directors have 
placed more emphasis on 
paying CEOs in stock in¬ 
stead of cash and stock 
options. The change be¬ 
came a boon for CEOs last 
year because of a surge in 
stocks that drove the Stan¬ 
dard & Poor’s 500 index 
up 30 percent. The stock 
component of pay pack¬ 
ages rose 17 percent to 
$4.5 million. “Companies 
have been happy with 
their CEOs’ performance 
and the stock market has 
provided a big boost," says 
Gary Hewitt, director of 
research at GMI Ratings, 
a corporate governance 
research firm. “But we are 
still dealing with a situation 
where CEO compensation 
has spun out of control and 
CEOs are being paid ex¬ 
traordinary levels for their 
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work.” 

The highest paid CEO was 
Anthony Petrello of oilfield- 
services company Nabors 
Industries, who made $68.3 
million in 2013. Petrello's 
pay ballooned as a result

Nabors Industries did not 
respond to calls from The 
Associated Press seeking 
comment. 

Petrello was one of a hand¬ 
ful of chief executives who 
received a one-time boost 
in pay because boards of 
directors decided to re¬ 
negotiate CEO contracts 
under pressure from share¬ 
holders.

CEO pay remains a divisive 
issue in the U.S. Large inves¬ 
tors and boards of directors 
argue that they need to 
offer big pay packages to 
attract talented men and

“It might be worth 
paying these guys millions 
for doing this type of work.” 
CEOs are still getting much 
bigger raises than the aver¬ 
age U.S. worker. 

The 8.8 percent increase in 
total pay that CEOs got last 
year dwarfed the average 
raise U.S. workers received. 
The Bureau of Labor Statis¬ 
tics said average weekly 
wages for U.S. workers rose 
1.3 percent in 2013. At that 
rate an employee would 
have to work 257 years to 
make what a typical S&P 
500 CEO makes in a year. 
“There’s this unbalanced 
approach, where there’s 
all this energy put into 
how to reward executives, 
but little energy being put 
into ensuring the rest of 
the workforce is engaged, 
productive and paid ap¬ 
propriately,” says Richard 
Clayton, research director 
at Change to Win Invest¬ 
ment Group, which works 
with labor union-affiliated 
pension funds. Investors 
have become increas¬ 
ingly vocal about execu¬ 
tive pay since the reces¬ 
sion.

American’s consumer confidence moved up in May

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

consumers were slightly 
more confident in the 
economy in May than in 
April, partly because of 
strengthening optimism 
about future hiring and in¬ 
come gains. 

The Conference Board 
said Tuesday that its con¬ 
fidence index rose to 83 
from a revised 81.7 in April. 
That’s the second-highest 
reading since January 

2008, just after the Great 
Recession began. Only 
March was higher at 83.9. 
The increase is “enough to 
suggest decent, but not 
spectacular, gains in con¬ 
sumers’ spending,” said 
Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, in a 
note to clients. 

Confidence has climbed 
steadily since it bottomed 
out at 25.3 in February 

2009. It sits significantly 
above last year’s average 
of 72.3. But it still isn’t back 
to healthy levels. The figure 
regularly topped 90 before 
the recession. 

A rising stock market 
helped boost confidence 
in May, economists said. 
Gains, however, were 
likely limited by higher gas 
prices pushing in the op¬ 
posite direction. 

Overall, Americans are 
much more bullish about 
the job market, the Con¬ 
ference Board’s survey 
showed. That’s a good 
sign that hiring may have 
been healthy this month. 
The government will report 
May’s jobs figures on June 
6 . 

The number of Americans 
who consider jobs easier 
to find rose to a six-year 
high. And 15.4 percent of 
consumers expect hiring 
to pick up in the next six 
months, up from 14.7 per¬ 


cent in April. 

The survey also showed 
that nearly one-fifth of 
Americans expecf fheir 
incomes fo grow over the 
next six months, the high¬ 
est level since December 
2007. More Americans said 
they planned to buy a 
car in the next six months, 
though the percentage 
saying they planned to 
buy a house fell to the low¬ 
est level in 15 months. 
Consumer sentiment is a 
closely watched figure, as 
consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for 70 percent of 


the nation’s economic ac¬ 
tivity. 

A recent burst of hiring 
likely has boosted confi¬ 
dence. 

Employers added 288,000 
jobs in April, fhe most in 2 
'A years. The national un¬ 
employment rate fell fo 6.3 
percent in April from 6.7 
percent. 

The job gains should pro¬ 
vide much-needed sup¬ 
port for the economy. 
More Americans earning 
paychecks means more 
spending to help boost 
growth.□

US home prices rise at slower rate in March

WASHINGTON (AP) — U S. 

home prices rose in March, 
but the gains are deceler¬ 
ating as fewer Americans 
can afford fo buy. 

The Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case-Shiller 20-city home 
price index rose 12.4 per¬ 
cent in March compared 
with 12 months earlier. 
While healthy, that rate of 
growth has slowed from 
both February and Janu¬ 
ary. 

Flome prices rose in 19 of 
fhe 20 cifies in March com¬ 
pared with the previous 
month, with only New York 
registering a slight decline. 
Standard & Poor’s report¬ 
ed Tuesday. Leading the 
gains was San Francisco 
with a 2.4 percent monthly 
increase, while prices in 
Seattle, another hub for 
technology firms, rose 1.9 
percent. 

The housing market 
has struggled in recent 
months, after notching 
strong growth in the first 
half of 2013. 

Rising prices and higher 
interest rates beginning 
in the middle of last year 
made homes less afford¬ 
able for would-be buyers. 


Meanwhile, a limited sup¬ 
ply of homes is available to 
buy. New construction has 
focused increasingly on 
rental apartments, instead 
of single-family homes. 
And 9.7 million Americans 
are stuck in homes worth 
less than their mortgage 
debts, making them reluc¬ 
tant to sell, according to 
the real estate data firm 
Zillow. 

The price gains over the 


and a limited supply of 
homes on the market. 
"These influences are be¬ 
ginning to fade, and we’re 
already seeing a monthly 
slowdown in home pric¬ 
es in more recent data,” 
Humphries said. 

Ian Shepherdson, chief 
economist at Pantheon 
Macroeconomics, said the 
monthly gains reported 
by the Case-Shiller index 
seem excessive.

Tam¬ 
pa showed the largest 
slowdown in annual price 
gains. Its growth rate went 
from 13.4 percent year- 
over-year in February to 
10.7 percent in March. Las 
Vegas and San Francisco 
posted the strongest year- 
over-year growth. 

Home sales and construc¬ 
tion started recovering 
about two years ago from 
the Great Recession. But 
a sharp jump in mortgage 
rates last spring caused 
sales of existing homes to 
start falling in the summer. 
Average rates for fixed, 
30-year mortgages last 
week are 4.2 percent, 
compared to 3.51 percent 
a year ago. The National 
Association of Realtors 
said Thursday that exist¬ 
ing homes sold in April at 
a seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of 4.65 million, a 
6.8 percent decrease over 
the past 12 months. 

The Case-Shiller index 
covers roughly half of U.S. 
homes. The index mea¬ 
sures prices compared 
with those in January 
2000 and creates a three- 
month moving average. 
The March figures are the

WASHINGTON - Michelle 
Obama turned uncharac¬ 
teristically political Tues¬ 
day, pushing back against 
a measure pending in the 
Republican-controlled 
House that would let some 
schools opt out of federal 
dietary standards for school 
lunches. 

The standards, approved 
by Congress and the presi¬ 
dent in 2010, set limits on 


sodium, fat and calories, 
and require that unhealthy 
menu items be replaced 
with fruits, vegetables and 
whole grains. 

Some big food companies 
and Republican lawmak¬ 
ers have criticized the rules, 
calling them inflexible, in¬ 
effective and expensive. 
Rep. Robert B. Aderholt, 
R-Ala., has attached lan¬ 
guage to a spending bill 
that would waive the re¬ 
quirements for financially 
ailing school districts. 


In response, Obama met 
with a half-dozen school 
officials Tuesday from Cali¬ 
fornia, Georgia, Maryland, 
New York, Tennessee and 
Virginia who attested to the 
success of the new stan¬ 
dards in their school sys¬ 
tems. The standards have 
been introduced gradually 
during the past two years. 
“The last thing we can af¬ 
ford to do right now is 
play politics with our kids’ 
health,” Obama said at the 


meeting, adding that “roll¬ 
ing things back is not the 
answer.” 

Sam Kass, the director of 
Obama’s “Let’s Move” 
campaign to reduce child¬ 
hood obesity, acknowl¬ 
edged “legitimate chal¬ 
lenges” for some districts in 
carrying out the standards. 
And last week, the U.S. Ag¬ 
riculture Department said 
that some districts could 
delay serving whole-grain 
pastas because “the prod¬ 
uct didn’t hold up well over 


time.” 

Kass said the administra¬ 
tion was working with 
food suppliers to help fix 
the problem. But he cited 
academic studies showing 
that, overall, children were 
eating healthier foods be¬ 
cause of the standards. 
“Let's remember that 
before this, there were 
no standards,” he said. 
“Schools could serve can¬ 
dy bars and sugary drinks 
as meals.” 


The School Nutrition Asso¬ 
ciation, which represents 
cafeteria administrators, is¬ 
sued a statement Tuesday 
calling the rules “overly 
prescriptive” and citing 
Agriculture Department 
data that showed a drop in 
school-lunch participation 
since the standards were 
adopted. It said the orga¬ 
nization was “disappointed 
that the first lady is only go¬ 
ing to speak with a handful 
of preselected school nutri¬ 
tion directors today.”Q

Clinton’s memoir will be re¬ 
leased June 10 by publisher 
Simon & Schuster and has 
generated a debate on 
her record at Foggy Bot¬ 
tom. Clinton is expected 
to announce whether she 
will seek the White House 
by late 2014 — potentially 
becoming the first female 
president — and the book 
arrives as Republicans 
have questioned her han¬ 
dling of the 2012 terrorist 
attack in Benghazi, Libya, 
that killed four Americans, 
and other decisions on her 
watch. 

In the excerpts, the former 
first lady and New York 
senator says she didn’t 
write the book for follow¬ 
ers of “Washington’s long- 
running soap opera,” but 
Americans and people 
everywhere who are trying 
to make sense of a rapidly 
changing world.

Greenpeace boards 2 oil 
drill rigs in Arctic protest

— Greenpeace activ¬ 
ists boarded a drilling rig 
hundreds of miles offshore 
Norway and another in the 
Netherlands in a protest 
Tuesday against oil and 
gas exploration in Arctic 
waters. 

Juha Aromaa, a spokes¬ 
man for the environmen¬ 
tal group, said 15 activists 
boarded a rig operated by 
Norwegian energy com¬ 
pany Statoil about 109 
miles (175 kilometers) off 
the Bear Island nature re¬ 
serve early Tuesday with¬ 
out encountering any re¬ 
sistance from the onboard 


crew. 

Statoil was given the green 
light to drill in the northern 
part of the Barents Sea late 
Monday by Norway’s gov¬ 
ernment. The rig had been 
on a government-ordered 
hiatus after Greenpeace 
complained that a spill 
in the Arctic could have 
disastrous environmental 
consequences. 

Norwegian police were 
not planning to intervene 
because the rig had not 
started drilling and was 
therefore under the juris¬

EU seeks way out of election quagmire

HANOI, Vietnam (AP) — 

Vietnam and China traded 
accusations Tuesday over 
who was the aggressor in 
a clash that led to the sink¬ 
ing of a Vietnamese fishing 
boat in the South China 
Sea, sharpening tensions 
already dangerously high 
after China moved an oil 
rig into the disputed waters. 
Hanoi accused a Chi¬ 
nese vessel of ramming 
the wooden Vietnamese 
boat Monday then fleeing 
the scene. Beijing said the 
Vietnamese boat was try¬ 
ing to get close to the oil 
rig, rammed into one of its 
vessels, and then sank. The 
crew was rescued. 

The clash occurred around 
30 kilometers (18 miles) 
south-southwest of the 
large oil rig that China de¬ 
ployed on May 1 in waters 
both nations claim. 

The rig deployment infu¬ 
riated Hanoi and set off 
violent anti-China protests 
that further soured ties be¬ 
tween the neighboring 
communist countries with 
close economic relations. 
Vietnam sent patrol ships 
to confront the rig, and 
China has deployed scores 
of vessels to protect it. The 
two sides have been in¬ 
volved in a tense standoff, 
occasionally colliding with 
each other. 

China and Vietnam have 
long sparred over who 
owns what in the oil- and 
gas-rich waters. Incidents 
between fishing crews are 
quite common, but Mon¬ 
day’s incident was the first 
time a Vietnamese boat 
had been sunk, said Tran 
Van Linh, president of the 
Fisheries Association in the 
central port city of Dan- 
ang. 

“I call this an act of at¬ 


tempted murder because 
the Chinese sank a Viet¬ 
namese fishing boat and 
then ran away,” Linh said. 
“We vehemently protest 
this perverse, brutal and in¬ 
humane action by Chinese 
side.” 

Linh said about 40 Chinese 
steel vessels surrounded a 
group of smaller, wooden 
Vietnamese fishing ships 
on Monday afternoon. He 
said one then rammed into 
the Vietnamese ship, toss¬ 
ing 10 fishermen into the 
water and sinking the boat. 
The fishermen were picked 
by the other Vietnamese 
boats and there were no 
injuries. 

In Beijing, the government 
said that a Vietnamese fish¬ 
ing boat had forced its way 
into the area around the oil 
rig and rammed into a Chi¬ 
nese fishing boat. “I think 
the fact that this incident 
happened at all shows that 
Vietnam’s illegitimate and 
illegal harassment and sab¬ 
otage against China’s reg¬ 
ular operations are futile 
and will only hurt their own 
interests,” said Foreign Min¬ 
istry spokesman Qin Gang. 
Since May 1, Vietnam has 
accused China of ramming 
into or firing water cannons 
at Vietnamese vessels try¬ 
ing to get close to the rig, 
damaging several boats 
and injuring fisheries surveil¬ 
lance officers. They have 
shown video footage of 
some of the incidents. Chi¬ 
na accuses Vietnam of do¬ 
ing the same. 

China claims nearly all of 
the South China Sea as its 
own, bringing it into con¬ 
flict with far smaller neigh¬ 
bors like Vietnam and the 
Philippines. In recent years 
it has been more assertive 
in pressing its claims in the 
waters and resisting at¬ 
tempts to negotiated

On Tuesday, Cameron said 
that “Europe should con¬ 
centrate on what matters 
— growth and jobs — and 


not try to do so much.” 

The British leader had of¬ 
ten seemed an outsider at 
EU summits where leaders 
have long sought ever clos¬ 
er unions. But this time, his 
EU peers were listening at¬ 
tentively, and he found his 
call for economic growth 
and job creation echoed 
by French President Fran¬ 
cois Hollande. 

“I am European and I want 
Europe to change,” Hol¬ 
lande said. Cameron also 
got support for his stance 
that Brussels needed to re¬ 
turn many powers to its 28 
member nations as soon 
as possible. “The answer to 
the vote is less rules and less 
meddling from Europe,” 
Dutch Prime Minister Mark 
Ruffe said. 

Perhaps the tipping point 
turning the electorate 
against the EU came last 
year, when it was unable 
to address record unem¬ 
ployment crippling some 
member nations hit by the 
financial crisis while at the 
same time trying to ban 
refillable olive oil jugs from 


restaurant tables. The olive 
oil measure was quickly 
pulled back, yet it became 
emblematic to many for 
how the EU meddles in mi¬ 
nor issues while losing sight 
of the big picture. 

Cameron has promised his 
country a referendum on 
EU membership in 2017, 
raising the prospect of one 
of the biggest European 
nations leaving the EU. 

“For Sweden and for the 
EU, it is of the utmost im¬

PARIS (AP) — French police 
said Tuesday they arrested 
the daughter of a South 
Korean tycoon believed to 
be the owner of a ferry that 
sank last month in a disas¬ 
ter that left more than 300 
people dead or missing. 
Yoo Somena was detained 
early Tuesday at her home 
near the Champs-Elysees in 
Paris, said officials familiar 
with the matter on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized 
to speak publicly about 
the matter. French police 
were acting on an interna¬ 
tional arrest warrant issued 
May 8 by South Korean of¬ 
ficials on suspicion that she 
was involved in embezzle¬ 
ment from 2004 to 2013, 
the officials said. 

Yoo, 47, is the daughter of 
Yoo Byung-eun, a mysteri¬ 
ous billionaire whom South 
Korean authorities believe 
to be the owner of the Se- 
wol ferry that sank April 16. 
Nearly six weeks after the 
disaster, 288 bodies have 
been recovered and 16 
people are missing. French 
authorities were expected 
to decide Wednesday 
whether she should be 
released under judicial 
watch or locked up. Po¬ 
lice handed Yoo over to 
judicial authorities, and she 
was being held overnight 
before appearing before a 
judge Wednesday, an offi¬ 
cial said. Her French law¬ 
yer, Pafrick Maisonneuve, 
did nof immediately return 
several calls by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press to his office 
seeking comment. 

South Korean authorities 
have issued a reward of 
half a million dollars for tips 
leading to Yoo Byung-eun, 
who faces allegations of 
tax evasion, embezzle¬ 
ment and professional 
negligence. □

of rival Pakistan on Tuesday 
and asked that his country 
“abide by its commitment” 
to prevent its territory from 
being used in ferrorism 
against India and speed up 
investigations into the 2008 
attack in Mumbai. 

Modi met with Prime Min¬ 
ister Nawaz Sharif and the 
leaders of Afghanistan, Sri 
Lanka, Nepal, Afghanistan, 
Mauritius, Bangladesh and 
Maldives, a day after they 
attended his inauguration. 
But all eyes were watch¬ 
ing the meeting between 
Modi and Sharif for signs 
of a fhaw in the relations 
between the often-hostile, 
nuclear-armed neighbors. 
“The prime minister under¬ 
lined our concerns related 
to terror. It was conveyed 
that Pakistan must abide 
by its commitment to pre¬ 
vent its territory and territory 
under its control from being 
used in terrorism against 
India,” Indian Foreign Sec¬ 
retary Sujatha Singh told 
reporters. 

Sharif told reporters that 
the meeting should be “a 
historic opportunity for both 
our countries.” 

Sharif said both leaders 
were elected with popu¬ 
lar mandates and could 
succeed in “turning a new 
page" in their countries' 
often-hostile relations. He 
said both shared the goal 
of economic develop¬ 
ment, which could not be 
achieved without peace 
and stability in the region. 

“I urged that we had to 
strive to change confron¬ 
tation into cooperation. 
Engaging in accusations 
and counter-accusations 
would be counter-produc¬ 
tive, I emphasized,” Sharif 
said, adding that “my gov¬ 


ernment, therefore, stands 
ready to discuss all issues 
between our two countries, 
in a spirit of cooperation 
and sincerity.” 

Modi also asked that Paki¬ 
stan hasten its investiga¬ 
tion into the 2008 attack on 
Mumbai, India's financial 
hub, in which Pakistani mili¬ 
tants killed 1 66 people, and 
put the perpetrators on tri¬ 


al, Singh said. 

The two countries’ foreign 
secretaries will stay in touch 
and “explore how to move 
the relationship forward,” 
Singh added. 

The fwo leaders also dis¬ 
cussed increasing frade 
between their nations. The 
countries have pushed bi¬ 
lateral trade and increased 
people-to-people contacts 
even as the thorny issues of 
terrorism and the status of 
the disputed Kashmir re¬ 
gion remain unresolved.

On Monday, Afghan Presi¬ 
dent Hamid Karzai told an 
Indian television channel 
that the Pakistan-based 
militant group Lashkar-e- 
Taiba was behind last Fri¬ 
day's attack on an Indian 
consulate in western Af¬ 
ghanistan. Gunmen armed 
with machine guns and 
rocket-propelled grenades 
attacked the building in 
Herat, but the diplomatic 
staff escaped unharmed.

Colombian rebels at talks mum on election

HAVANA (AP) — Colombi¬ 
an rebels at peace talks in 
Havana said Tuesday they 
will wait for a second round 
of presidential voting back 
home before weighing 
how the outcome of the 
hotly contested election 
may affect the negotia¬ 
tions. 

Speaking to reporters in 
the Cuban capital, Ivan 
Marquez, a top leader of 
the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, declined to respond 
to threats by the top vote- 
getter, Oscar Ivan Zulua- 
ga, that he would end talks 
unless the FARC declares a 
permanent cease-fire. 

“He should wait until 
the second round takes 
place,” said Marquez, who 
was born Luciano Marin 
Arango. “We have the im¬ 
pression that he is putting 
the cart before the horse, 
so there is no sense in re¬ 
sponding to this gentle¬ 
man from Havana.” 

The first round of voting 
took place Sunday in Co¬ 
lombia.

Arrest warrant 
issued for former

QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Ec¬ 
uadorean authorities an¬ 
nounced on Tuesday that 
an arrest warrant has been 
issued for former President 
Jamil Mahuad for alleged¬ 
ly misappropriating public 
funds during the country’s 
late 1990s banking crisis. 
Interior Minister Jose Serra¬ 
no said via Twitter that the 
international police agen¬ 
cy Interpol had issued a 
so-called red notice about 
the warrant based on “the 
meticulous work we have 
been doing on the infor¬ 
mation that led to this ac¬ 
tion.” 

Serrano did not offer any 
details about Mahuad’s 
alleged crime, or say when 
the warrant was issued. 
Mahuad has been on trial, 
in absentia, for more fhan 
13 years in Ecuador. 

In December 2012, Ecua¬ 
dor asked Interpol to issue 
a red notice on Mahuad 
but the agency denied 
the request. The presiding 
judges in the case have 
decided to halt the trial 
without Mahuad. 

Mahuad, 64, was presi¬ 
dent in 1998-2000 and 
fled Ecuador during a 
coup, settling in the Unit¬ 
ed States, where he has 
taught classes at Harvard 
University. 

A telephone message left 
at a Massachusetts phone 
number registered in Ma¬ 
huad’s name was not re¬ 
turned.

James had 32 points and 
10 rebounds and Bosh 
added 25 points — nearly 
matching his output from 
the first three games of the 
series combined — as the 
Heat grabbed control of 
the East finals by topping 
the Indiana Pacers 102-90 
in Game 4 for a 3-1 lead. 
Dwyane Wade added 15

“We try to get better ev¬ 
ery single day, every sin¬ 
gle game,” James said.

Only the Celtics and Lak¬ 
ers franchises have been 
to the NBA Finals in four 
straight seasons. The Heat 
now have three chances 
to join that club, starting 
with Game 5 at Indiana on 
Wednesday night. 

“We got outplayed by the 
Heat," Pacers coach Frank 
Vogel said. “I wasn't disap¬ 
pointed in our fight.

Cleanliness is next to 



As newlyweds, Phyllis and I 
moved into a new apartment 
without the usual domestic 
objects. Neighbors, having 
purchased a new vacuum 
cleaner, donated their aged, 
“it does not work very well 
anymore’’ vacuum cleaner. 
Three points motivated me to 
accept this gift. One, wanting 
to get off on the right foot, I 
did not want to seem ungra¬ 
cious to new neighbors. Two, 
we did not have a vacuum, 
so one, even “working well 
anymore” was better than 
doing it the “elbow grease” 
way. And finally, as my buddy 
Bob reminds me, I hate throw¬ 
ing anything away; wanting 
instead to repair everything. 
I grew up in a car dealership; 
where to repair is noble. 

Soon, the aged vac¬ 
uum cleaner lay in pieces in 
the corner of our sparsely fur¬ 
nished living room. Slowly, lint, 
hair and dust were removed 
from electrical contacts, 
hearing shafts, and rotors. A 
family tradition was born. If it 
doesn’t work, clean it. With¬ 
in days we had a vacuum 
cleaner that had regained its 
youthful vigor. 

Amazing how ev¬ 
erything works better when 
cleaned. I am not even say¬ 
ing repaired, just cleaned! 
The same can be said about 
your body. We clean our 
clothes, our skin, our houses, 
our cars, our floors, but what 


about our insides? We can 
clean our large intestines with 
a method called colon hydro¬ 
therapy.

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LG emphasizes simplicity in new G3 smartphone

NEW YORK (AP) - LG’s 
new smartphone provides 
sharper pictures than oth¬ 
er leading phones, while 
sporting a customizable 
keyboard that promises to 
make typing easier. 

The G3 phone's high-reso- 
lution display has 538 pixels 
per inch. Most other phones 
are in the 300-pixel range, 
with a handful reaching 
the 400s. The phone’s dis¬ 
play measures 5.5 inches 
diagonally, yet the phone 
is only a tad larger and 
heavier than Samsung’s 
5.1-inch Galaxy S5. 

But the G3 lacks water resis¬ 
tance, a fingerprint reader 
and a heart-rate monitor 
- all of which are found in 
the S5. 

In an interview Tuesday, 
U.S. marketing executive 
Chang Ma said LG wanted 
to emphasize simplicity and 
avoid loading the phone 
with features that are com¬ 
plex to use or don’t work 
well. With water resistance, 
for instance, Ma said LG 
would have had to “sacri¬ 
fice other key features and 
functions," including keep¬ 
ing the weight down and 
the device small enough to 
hold comfortably. 

The G3 also promises 
fast auto-focusing and 
one-touch controls on its 
13-megapixel camera. 
People will be able to un-

Samsung's 
S5 has a similar feature. 

LG said the phone will be 
available in a few mar¬ 
kets this week, including 
its home country of South 
Korea. It will be available 
in the U.S. this summer 
through all major wireless 
carriers. Prices weren’t an¬ 
nounced. 

LG has had trouble getting 
noticed for its smartphones 
in a market dominated by 
Samsung Electronics Co. 
and Apple Inc. Accord¬ 
ing to Gartner, LG had a 
market share of less than 5 
percent last year, in fourth 
place just behind Huawei. 
Samsung had a 31 percent 
market share last year and 
Apple had 16 percent. 

Last year’s G2 phone was 
notable for moving the 
power and volume con¬ 
trols to the back, which 
the company said made 
the phone easier to handle 
and less prone to drops. But 
the phone got little atten¬ 
tion. The G Flex, a phone

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
promising signs that the 
economy is strengthening 
after its winter slowdown 
pushed stocks higher on 
Tuesday. 

The Standard & Poor's 500 
index rose for the fourth 
straight day and ended 
at another all-time high. It 
closed above 1,900 for the 
first time on Friday. Small- 
company stocks and other 
riskier parts of the market, 
like Internet and biotech¬ 
nology companies, also 
gained after being beaten 
down over the past few 
months. 

The government reported 
that orders to U.S. facto¬ 
ries for long-lasting manu¬ 
factured goods rose unex¬ 
pectedly in April, powered 
by a surge in demand for 
military aircraft. Also, the 
Conference Board’s con¬ 
sumer confidence index 
rose in May to the second- 
highest level since January 
2008, just after the start of 
the Great Recession. 


“Everyone’s been continu¬ 
ing to look for signs about 
whether the economy is 
picking up some speed,” 
said Kate Warne, an invest¬ 
ment strategist at Edward 
Jones. The report on man¬ 
ufactured goods “is one 
more piece of evidence 
suggesting that it really was 
weather and not some¬ 
thing else slowing growth in 
the winter time.” 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 11.38 points, or 
0.6 percent, to 1,911.91. The 
stock market was closed 
Monday for Memorial Day. 
The Dow Jones industrial av¬ 
erage gained 69.23 points, 
or 0.4 percent, to 16,675.50. 
The Nasdaq composite 
climbed 51.26 points, or 1.2 
percent, to 4,237.07. 

Stocks rose from the open¬ 
ing bell following the du¬ 
rable goods report. Nine of 
the ten sectors that make 
up the S&P 500 rose, led 
by financial and industrial 
companies. 

Small-company stocks 
also made big gains, sug¬ 
gesting that investors were 


more comfortable making 
riskier investments. The Rus¬ 
sell 2000 rose 1.3 percent, its 
biggest gain in two weeks. 
Hillshire Brands, the maker 
of Jimmy Dean breakfast 
sausage and other prod¬ 
ucts, was among the big¬ 


gest gainers Tuesday. The 
stock jumped $8.17, or 22.1 
percent, to $45.19 after 
poultry producer Pilgrim’s 
Pride offered to acquire 
the company in a deal 
worth about $5.6 billion. Pil¬ 
grim’s Pride said the deal 


is better than Hillshire’s 
plan, announced earlier 
this month, to buy Pinnacle 
Foods for $4.23 billion. Pin¬ 
nacle’s stock fell $1.79, or 
5.4 percent, to $31.48. 
Despite the positive eco¬ 
nomic news, bond prices 


rose. Typically, bond pric¬ 
es fall and their yields rise 
when economic data im¬ 
proves as traders antici¬ 
pate that interest rates will 
rise in the future. 

The yield on the 10-year 
Treasury note fell to 2.51 
percent from 2.53 percent 
on Friday. The yield on the 
note is trading close to 
its lowest in ten months. It 
started the year at 3 per¬ 
cent. 

The recent surge in bonds 
is one of the reasons be¬ 
hind the uptick in stocks, 
said Jeff Knight, head of 
global asset allocation at 
Columbia Management, 
an asset management 
company. Although stocks 
are no longer cheap on an 
absolute level after the S&P 
500 surged almost 30 per¬ 
cent last year, they still look 
good value compared to 
bonds. 

“Stocks are still very attrac¬ 
tive relative to bonds, and 
I think that's the key trade¬ 
off," said Knight. 

While the stock market has 
made modest gains this 
year, bonds have surged, 
contrary to the expecta¬ 
tions of many analysts.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Pilgrim’s 
Pride launched a takeover 
bid for Hillshire Brands on 
Tuesday that would ex¬ 
pand its business beyond 
fresh and frozen chicken 
into a variety of packaged 
meats, including Ball Park 
hot dogs and Jimmy Dean 
sausages. The $5.58 billion 
offer could derail Hillshire's 
plans to buy Pinnacle 
Foods, which makes Birds 
Eye frozen vegetables, 
Duncan Flines cake mixes 
and Flungry Man frozen 
dinners. Hillshire had an¬ 
nounced the $4.23 billion 
deal earlier this month as a 
way to expand into differ¬ 
ent parts of the supermar¬ 
ket. But Pilgrim's Pride says 
its offer of $45 per share 
for Hillshire is “substantially 
superior" and would allow 
the companies to cut costs 
by merging some opera¬ 
tions and become a “pro¬ 
tein leader” that sells more 
types of meat. 


“As you are well aware, it 
has long been our desire to 
acquire the company,” Pil¬ 
grim’s said in a public letter 
to Hillshire CEO Sean Con¬ 
nolly. 

In a statement, Hillshire 
said it continues to strongly 
believe in the “strategic 


merits and value creation 
potential” of its deal with 
Pinnacle Foods. The Chica¬ 
go-based company said it 
would review Pilgrim’s pro¬ 
posal as part of its fiduciary 
duties. 

Pilgrim's Pride, which is ma¬ 
jority-owned by Brazilian 


meat company JBS, wants 
to focus more heavily on 
branded products, which 
are more profitable than 
selling private-label meats 
to supermarkets and food- 
service outlets. 

Hillshire, which has been 
struggling with weak sales, 
is looking for ways to boost 
its results, including by fo¬ 
cusing on products like 
its Jimmy Dean breakfast 
sandwiches that aren't 
made up entirely of meat. 
Its shares were up nearly 23 
percent to $44.43 in morn¬ 
ing trading. 

Pilgrim’s Pride’s offer rep¬ 
resents a 24 percent pre¬ 
mium to Hillshire’s closing 
price Friday of $36.23. Hill¬ 
shire has 124 million shares 
outstanding, according to 
SEC filings. Pilgrim’s Pride 
values the deal at $6.4 bil¬ 
lion, when debt is included. 
The company noted that 
Hillshire’s deal with Pin¬ 
nacle lets it consider 
proposals that might be 
more favorable to Hillshire 
stockholders. □

US durable goods orders 
up 0.8 percent over April

WASHINGTON (AP) — Or¬ 
ders to U.S. factories for 
long-lasting manufactured 
goods advanced for a third 
month in April, but much of 
the strength came from a 
big surge in demand for 
military aircraft. Orders in a 
category that signals busi¬ 
ness investment plans fell 
by the largest amount in 
three months. 

Orders for durable manu¬ 
factured goods rose 0.8 
percent from the previous 
month after a 3.6 percent 
gain in March, the Com¬ 
merce Department said 
Tuesday. The April strength 
stemmed from a big jump 
in demand for defense 
goods including airplanes. 
Excluding defense, orders 
would have fallen 0.8 per¬ 
cent in April. 

The April result supports 
the view that the econ¬ 
omy stands to benefit in 
the coming months from 
increased production at 
factories, which should 
bolster growth and spur fur¬ 
ther hiring. 

Orders for core capital 
goods, a category viewed 
as a proxy for business in¬ 
vestment plans, fell 1.2 
percent in April. It was the 
weakest showing since a 
1.9 percent January drop. 
The harsh winter dragged 
overall economic growth 
to a barely discernible 0.1 
percent in the January- 
March quarter. That figure 
will be updated on Thurs¬ 
day, and many econo¬ 
mists believe it could slip 
into negative territory. 


But economists are looking 
for a significant rebound in 
the April-June quarter, re¬ 
flecting in part pent-up de¬ 
mand from consumers who 
put off purchases because 
of the bad weather. Many 
analysts say that growth in 
the spring quarter could 
come in as high as an an¬ 
nual rate of between 3.5 
percent and 4 percent. 
Economists were encour¬ 
aged by the moderate 
increase in April orders, 
which was better than the 
decline they had been 
forecasting. They also took 
heart from solid upward re¬ 
visions that showed more 
strength in March than pre¬ 
viously believed. 

“We would expect to see 
capital goods orders and 
shipments continuing to 
trend upwards,” Amna 
Asaf, an economist at 
Capital Economics, said in 
a research note. “Second- 
quarter growth in equip¬ 
ment investment should be 
notably better.” 

In April, orders for transpor¬ 
tation goods increased 2.3 
percent. That reflected a 
13.1 percent surge in de¬ 
mand for military aircraft, 
which offset a 4.1 percent 
drop in demand for com¬ 
mercial aircraft. 

Orders for motor vehicles 
fell 1 percent in April after 
a small 0.3 percent gain in 
March. 

A number of categories 
posted declines in April.

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Knockoffs a headache for IPO-bound Alibaba

HONG KONG (AP) — At 

first glance, the Monster 
Tron T1 headphones sold 
on Chinese e-commerce 
giant Alibaba’s Taobao 
site are a tempting offer 
for audiophiles looking for 
state-of-the-art hi-fi equip¬ 
ment. 

But sellers omit one key de¬ 
tail: Monster Inc. never pro¬ 
duced this model. 

“There should be none in 
existence but our proto¬ 
types,” said Dave Tognotti, 
general manager of the 
California company best 
known for its audio-visual 
cables. He said Monster 
went so far as to announce 
a launch date but the de¬ 


blockbuster initial public 
offering of shares in the 
United States. Analysts say 
the IPO could raise up to 
$15 billion. 

Founder and Chairman 
Jack Ma has called theft 
of intellectual property a 
“cancer" on society and 
Alibaba has stepped up 
efforts to root out fakes 
that dent its credibility with 
consumers, but there are 
still complaints. 

“To ask for $15 billion to 
move Alibaba forward is 
going to open the flood¬ 
gates on counterfeits,” said 
Craig Crosby, publisher of 
the Counterfeit Report, a 
website that flags pirated 
products sold online.

Counterfeits are not lim¬ 
ited to Alibaba. EBay said 
in its latest annual report 
that it faces lawsuits or 
the threat of lawsuits from 
brand owners over alleged 
listings of counterfeit items. 
Many hope a U.S. stock list¬ 
ing will give Alibaba the re¬ 
sources and motivation to 
step up enforcement. 

“I’m excited for the IPO 
because I feel like it will 
level the playing field," 
said Nick Wester, founder 
of The Mainland Group, 
which sniffs out knockoff 
products sold online on 
behalf of brand owners. 
“As Alibaba moves into the 
same playing field as Ama¬ 
zon and eBay, they’ll have

Phony headphones and 
other knockoffs are a per¬ 
sistent problem for Aliba¬ 
ba that has grown more 
urgent since the compa¬ 
ny started working on a 


$16 million dollars a year 
on anti-counterfeiting ef¬ 
forts. Taobao has 200 staff 
working on copyright in¬ 
fringement, brand protec¬ 
tion and quality control. 
According to the com¬ 
pany’s blog, it took down 
114 million listings of fake 
or counterfeit products in 
the first 10 months of 2013, 
nearly a third more than for 
all of 2012. 

For such efforts, the U.S. 
Trade Representative re¬ 
moved Taobao in Decem¬ 
ber 2012 from its Notorious 
Markets list of counterfeit 
goods. The report urged 
Taobao, which has about 
800 million listings and re¬ 
quires just a Chinese ID 
card to start selling, to fur¬ 
ther streamline procedures 
to reduce the time need¬ 
ed to take down listings.

Hope this is the original 
raw data and can be 
used to potentially ‘think 
out of the box' to get an 
alternative positive out¬ 
come.” 

Steve Wang, whose 
mother was on the plane, 
said he was disappoint¬ 
ed that the release did 
not contain an account 
of exactly what investi¬ 
gators did to conclude 
the plane had taken the 
southern route. 

“We are not experts and 
we cannot analyze the 
raw data, but we need 
to see the deduction pro¬ 
cess and judge by our¬ 
selves if every step was 
solid,” he said. “We still 
need to know where the 
plane is and what is the 
truth. 

We know the likelihood 
that our beloved ones 
have survived is slim, but it 
is not zero.” 

Sarah Bajc, whose hus¬ 
band was on the flight, 
has been at the forefront 
of a campaign to press 
the government for more 
transparency. 

She said that “a half doz¬ 
en very qualified people 
were looking” at the in¬ 
formation and she hoped 
to have their conclusions 
soon. 

The investigators were 
forced to rely on the In¬ 
marsat data because 
the plane’s other com¬ 
munication and naviga¬ 
tion systems were dis¬ 
abled.

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Drones are newest hurricane research tools

MIAMI (AP) - The point 
where the roiling ocean 
meets the fury of a hur¬ 
ricane's winds may hold 
the key to improving storm 
intensity forecasts - but it’s 
nearly impossible for scien¬ 
tists to see. 

That may change this 
summer, thanks to post- 
Hurricane Sandy federal 
funding and a handful of 
winged drones that can 
spend hours spiraling in 
a hurricane’s dark plac¬ 
es, transmitting data that 
could help forecasters 
understand what makes 
some storms fizzle while 
others strengthen into 
monsters. Knowing that in¬ 
formation while a storm is 
still far offshore could help 
emergency managers bet¬ 
ter plan for evacuations or 
storm surge risks. 

A hurricane is like an en¬ 
gine, and warm ocean wa¬ 
ter is its fuel. One secret, sci¬ 
entists say, is getting a bet¬ 
ter understanding of how 
the warm water transfers 
energy to tropical storms. 
“We really need to get a 
better idea of what’s go¬ 
ing on down there before 
we even look to improve 
our intensity forecast,” said 
Joe Cione, who studies 
how storms interact with 
the ocean at the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration's Hurricane 
Research Division in Miami. 
Hurricane hunter aircraft 


typically don’t fly below 
5,000 feet and can’t de¬ 
scend below 1,500 feet, 
and real-time radar doesn’t 
provide information about 
the thermodynamics at 
work inside a storm's cloudy 
core. Canisters stuffed with 
electronics dropped from 
the planes transmit data 
about a storm’s pressure, 
temperature, winds and 
moisture as they fall to the 
ocean, but they remain 
airborne for only a few min¬ 
utes. 

The kind of drone that Ci¬ 
one plans to launch from 
the hurricane hunters will 
spend hours descending 
slowly, cruising on the air 
currents spinning through a 
storm, possibly even orbit¬ 
ing a hurricane’s eyewall. 
The amount of data the 
3-foot, 7-pound drone - 
the Coyote, shaped like a

thin missile with retractable 
wings - could collect in the 
lowest parts of a hurricane 
would give researchers a 
movie compared to the 
snapshots sent back by the 
canisters, Cione said. 

The drones have a propel¬ 
ler and are controlled by 
someone in the hurricane 
hunter aircraft, but they are 
designed to float on air cur¬ 
rents, not fly against strong 
winds. And the small drones 
are disposable - once they 
hit the water, they won't be 
recovered. 

Hurricane forecasters have 
gotten good at predict¬ 
ing where a storm is will hit, 
and the so-called “cone of 
uncertainty” that shows a 
storm’s likely path will shrink 
again this year. Improve¬ 
ments in predicting chang¬ 
es in the intensity of storms, 
though, have lagged. 
Several factors can alter 
a storm's intensity, such 
as cold water from the 
ocean’s depths mixing 
with warm water at the sur¬ 
face, wind shear, the cycli¬ 
cal rebuilding of the wall 
of clouds that ring a hurri¬ 
cane’s eye or a change in 
the energy a storm is pull¬ 


ing from the ocean. That 
last variable is what Cione 
calls a “data void region,” 
and it’s where the drones 
will aim. 

“There’s a reason you don’t 
have hurricanes over land - 
they need the water, they 
need that evaporation 
and condensation, which is 
the source of their energy. 
So, how does that hap¬ 
pen?” Cione said. “If we 
can’t sample this region 
very well, very accurately, 
all the time, we could have 
the potential to miss how 
much energy is coming out 
of the ocean by a third or 
a half." 

Cione plans to test five or 
six drones in the peak of 
hurricane season, and pos¬ 
sibly next year, to see how 
well they communicate 
data in real time. The $1.25 
million project is among a 
slew of other NOAA hurri¬ 
cane research funded by 
last year's Sandy supple¬ 
mental bill that authorized 
$60 billion for disaster relief 
agencies. 

The potential for the data 
collected by the drones is 
priceless, Cione said. 

“A lot of people talk about 
first responders, and I have 
the utmost respect for that, 
but we're sort of like pre- 
first-responders,” Cione 
said. “Imagine these type 
of things out there 12 hours 
before landfall, and it’s a 
category higher than we 
think. Maybe that’s the dif¬ 
ference between evacuat¬ 
ing people and not evacu¬ 
ating people.” 

It’s the kind of information 
forecasters would have 
liked to have had when 
Hurricane Charley sudden¬ 
ly strengthened to Cate¬ 
gory 4 as it sped into south¬ 
west Florida in 2004. 
Forecasters knew where 


it was going, and they 
warned coastal residents 
to prepare for a possibly 
major hurricane. But they 
couldn’t see that it would 
intensify into a monster 
even as it approached 
land - forecasters still can't 
explain what's behind that 
rapid intensification pro¬ 
cess. 

Charley cut a swath of de¬ 
struction across Florida, kill¬ 
ing nine people in the state. 
“At the 11th hour, having 
the intensity information is 
good, yes. It helps me to tell 
people, 'Stay where you 
are, don’t go outside be¬ 
cause you're now putting 
yourself at far greater risk 
of injury from flying debris,'" 
said Charlotte County 
Emergency Management 
Director Wayne Sallade, 
who is still chief almost a 
decade after Charley’s 
landfall. 

However, it would be even 
more helpful to know more 
about whether a hurricane 
might continue strength¬ 
ening when it's 36 hours 
or more from landfall, Sal¬ 
lade said. That would help 
determine the risk of storm 
surge - the dangerous wa¬ 
ter rise created by tropical 
storms. 

Good forecasts hinge on 
details, and intensity fore¬ 
casts may just need a little 
tweaking, not a complete 
overhaul, to improve dra¬ 
matically, said Florida In¬ 
ternational University hur¬ 
ricane expert Hugh Wil¬ 
loughby, who led NOAA’s 
Hurricane Research Division 
from 1995 until 2002. 

“I think the problem is we’re 
not getting enough of the 
details right,” Willoughby 
said. “It's not something 
where there’s going to be 
a huge breakthrough."□

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Cruise pushes ‘Edge of Tomorrow’ to its limits

LONDON (AP) — Three pre¬ 
mieres in three cities on 
one day. Tom Cruise and 
Emily Blunt are pushing their 
own limits to promote their 
latest movie “Edge of To¬ 
morrow.” 

The tour starts Wednesday 
with an early London pre¬ 
miere, moving on to Paris 
and ending in New York. 
Film stars are used to jetting 
around to launch their proj¬ 
ects but not usually on the 
same day. 

Blunt, the 31-year-old Brit¬ 
ish actress known from “The 
Devil Wears Prada,” says 
it’s typical of her co-star. 
“When I heard about the 
premiere idea of three in 
one day, I just said ‘that's 
Tom’s idea,”’ she said. 
“Edge of Tomorrow," di¬ 
rected by Doug Liman, 
is an action thriller, a sci¬ 
ence-fiction tale, a war 
movie and a love story all 
rolled into one. 

Cruise, 51, plays military PR 
man Maj. William Cage, a 
quick-talking coward who 
is forced to fight for hu¬ 


manity against an alien in¬ 
vasion. 

Blunt is the poster girl for 
the army, a highly-trained 
warrior and the only person 
who can help Cage when 
he starts living the same 
day over and over again, 
never reaching the tomor¬ 
row of the title. 

Shot in the U.K. at Warner 
Brothers’ Leavesden Stu¬ 
dios, the director says three 
premieres in twenty-four 
hours is nothing compared 
to what they achieved on 
the set. 

"’Edge of Tomorrow' was 
an impossible movie to 
make — harder than any¬ 
thing I’ve ever done be¬ 
fore. So having a premiere 
day that starts off sounding 
impossible really seemed 
like it would be a great way 
to finish,” Liman said. 

Cruise and Blunt joked 
about who will have more 
stamina on the day. 
“Because I have a baby. 
I'm not sleeping as much 
anyway,” Blunt noted. 
“You’ll be like, uncon¬ 
scious. But I'll be there,” 
Cruise countered. □

NEW YORK (AP) — “Power," 
a gritty new drama debut¬ 
ing next month on Starz, is 
executive produced by 50

NEW YORK (AP) — Broad¬ 
way’s revenue and atten¬ 
dance figures were both 
up this season, largely 
fueled by classics from 
Harold Pinter and William 
Shakespeare rather than 
brash, new musicals. 

The Broadway League 
said Tuesday that box of¬ 
fices reported a record to¬ 
tal gross of $1.27 billion for 
the season.

drama, it's also a love sto¬ 
ry: The married Ghost is also 
pining for a long lost love 
who has made her return.

While the show is based 
in part by 50 Cent’s own 
transformation from drug 
dealer to rap superstar, Ag¬ 
boh, who created the show 
with him, also used her late 
father as inspiration. 

“My dad was an advertis¬ 
ing guy, and he was very in¬ 
vested in the idea that per¬ 
ception is reality and that 
if you looked good, and 
you smelled good and you 
sounded good, that peo¬ 
ple would believe whatev¬ 
er you had to say and you 
were able to manipulate 
people's opinions of you 
through image,” she said. 
“As a black man he felt he 


got access to people and 
experiences as a result of 
dressing a certain way, 
and sounding a certain 
way and having a certain 
educational background. 
. When my dad died, I felt 
like I really needed to write 
about him and write about 
his experiences.” 

The death of Agboh's fa¬ 
ther in 2011 was a turning 
point for her. If was after he 
died that “Power" began 
to become a reality. 

“This is the first show I ever 
pitched, the first show I 
ever sold, the first show I 
ever wrote for money,” she 
said. “Things happened at 
once." 

It’s another high point for 
Agboh, who sfarted off as 
a magazine writer before 
leaping into television writ¬ 
ing, then producing. 

“I wanted to be the first 
black female editor in chief 


of Vogue magazine, and 
that totally didn’t work 
out,” she laughed. 

As one of the few black 
women behind a TV series, 
there are obvious com¬ 
parisons to Shonda Rimes, 
whom with the success of 
shows like “Scandal” and 
“Grey’s Anatomy” has be¬ 
come one of the most pow¬ 
erful figures on television. 
But Agboh sees few simi¬ 
larities besides their race 
and sex, the significance of 
which she downplays. 

“I don’t think it’s about 
the race or gender of the 
show runner, I think it’s 
about what's compelling 
and what will bring people 
back," she said. “I'm grate¬ 
ful to Shonda if in fact her 
existence allows people to 
see me in a different way, 
but I don’t think that we do 
the same thing or should 
we be expected to.’Q

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Some Like It Hot 
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The Tea Party Legacy

WASHINGTON - Some people 
have such a radical vitality, such 
an electric consciousness, such a 
lifelong love affair with the world 
that when they stop breathing, 
it’s like a wind dying, like the 
waning and disappearing of a 
light. 

And the world feels duller and 
dumber and more lackluster 
without them. 

Arthur Gelb, the New York Times 
editor known as “The Arthurian 
Legend,” had that constant, 
overflowing, generous engage¬ 
ment. The world was always put¬ 
ting its hooks in him, and he was 
always putting his hooks in the 
world. 

Immersed in an “All About Eve” 
milieu of theater and criticism 
animated by schadenfreude, 
Arthur didn’t have any. During 
my job interview, he told me 
that he enjoyed being an editor 
because as a reporter he could 
think of 17 stories but work on 
only one at a time, while as an 
editor he could assign all 17 at 
once. 

He was 17 stories all by himself, 
the most cultivated ink-stained 
wretch ever. 

Arthur was 90 when he died 
Tuesday, and he had written a 
zesty reminiscence, “City Room,” 
about the raffish “Front Page” 
era in journalism. Yet there was 
nothing fusty about him. 

Even in the exuberant age of 
Abe and Arthur, the tall, kinetic 
member of the team had a Twit¬ 
ter metabolism and Big Data ap¬ 
petite. 

I always associated him with 
“V” words - Vesuvian, voracious, 
voltaic. In his imagination, al¬ 
most any random remark you 
dropped could be spun into a 
potential story, causing his eyes 
to flash and arms to flap. 

Once when he invited some re¬ 
porters to dinner at Sardi’s he 
spied Helen Hayes and Lillian 
Gish at a nearby table. “Go in¬ 
terview them!” he whispered 
to Michi Kakutani, even though 
there was no news peg and it 
would run only in the second edi¬ 
tion. While she was gone, he had 
her untouched dinner put in a 
doggie bag. 

The third Eugene O’Neill biogra¬ 
phy that he wrote with his wife, 
Barbara, will be published next 
year. It focuses on the three 
wives who influenced the play¬ 
wright and is titled “By Women 
Possessed.” 

That could also work as the title 
of an Arthur bio. “I like women,” 
he would say with a shrug. 

He especially liked talented, 
neurotic, operatic women - fun¬ 
ny, since his son Peter grew up to 
be the visionary head of the Met. 
Arthur loved getting to the heart 


of women’s hearts. Once, din¬ 
ing with Mia Farrow and Woody 
Allen, he asked Farrow how on 
earth she could be attracted to 
both Woody and Frank Sinatra. 
And there was the time he sent 
the Times music critic Harold Sch- 
onberg over to ask the irascible 
Wanda Horowitz what it was like 
to have two demanding musical 
geniuses in her life - her father, Ar¬ 
turo Toscanini, and her husband, 
Vladimir Horowitz. 

“They ruined my life and they 
should roast in hell!” she shrieked. 
Arthur never tired of telling how 
he discovered Barbra Streisand 
in the Village and fell in love with 
19-year-old Barbara Stone the 
day the comely redhead started 
working with him on the Times 
copy desk. 

As a young theater reporter, he 
was always getting bewitched 
by beautiful actresses. 

One morning in 1951, he went 
to a small midtown hotel to in¬ 
terview “a new personality” 
handpicked by Colette to star in 
“Gigi” on Broadway. 

“She opened the door and she 
was in her bathrobe,” he told 
me, “and she looked a little di¬ 
sheveled, and that was very 
exciting, and I found my heart 
pounding a little bit because she 
was so pretty close up. And she 
was so intelligent and she had 
humor and a kind of come-hither 
way when she talked to a man.” 
He peppered her with so many 
questions, she told him they 
should finish up over dinner at 
the Plaza. 

When he called Barbara to tell 
her he had to work late inter¬ 
viewing Audrey Hepburn, his ir¬ 
ritated bride replied, “You call 
that work?” 

My favorite story, which I made 
Arthur retell on a BBC radio show 
a couple years ago, was his 
“drunken prank” on Marilyn Mon¬ 
roe. 

One night in the early 1950s 
when he was about 30 and was 
working on night rewrite, he 
and his fellow rewrite guys took 
their 10 o’clock dinner break at 
Sardi’s. Monroe came in with a 
group and was seated at the 
next table. 

Her dress had a low-cut back, 
and Arthur said he and his pals 
were “mesmerized by her back” 
and her “absolutely flawless skin, 
very white, very pure.” 

“One of us said, ‘You know, 
wouldn’t it be wonderful to be 
able to just touch that back?’ 
And before we knew it, we were 
talking about who would have 
the guts, the nerve, the bravery 
to touch her. We all put up a 
couple of dollars and said the 
first person who leans over and 
touches her will collect the mon¬ 
ey. And I, with bravado - I was 
kind of a wise-guy young man 
- leaned over quickly and just 
touched her with my forefinger. 

“I thought I’d touch her and 
maybe she wouldn’t even feel 
the touch. But she swung around 
and said in the loudest voice 
imaginable: ‘Who did that?’ And 
we just went into our clothes to 
hide. It was just the most hor¬ 
rible moment you could possibly 
imagine. And her friends said, 
‘Come on, Marilyn,’ and they 
calmed her down and turned 
her around. I collected the 10 
bucks and we got out of there.” 
Some like it hot. Arthur liked it 
crackling. □

The Tea Party is finished: smashed, 
at last, by the power and dollars 
of the Republican establishment, 
whose candidates - including 
Mitch McConnell, the most es¬ 
tablishment Republican of all - 
easily turned back right-wing pri¬ 
mary challengers last week. 

No, the Tea Party has won: There 
simply isn’t that much difference 
between an establishment Re¬ 
publican and a Tea Party Re¬ 
publican anymore, and if grass¬ 
roots challengers are losing more 
races it’s because they’ve suc¬ 
ceeded in yanking the party far 
enough to the right that there 
isn’t any space for them to fill. 
These are the two narratives that 
swirled around the GOP after last 
Tuesday’s primaries, and both 
contain a measure of truth. But 
there’s a third way to look at the 
State of the Tea Party, circa 2014, 
which is that the movement’s 
political legacy still has a big To 
Be Determined sticker on it. 

To understand why, think about 
another recent grass-roots 
movement that reshaped our 
politics: the netroots/Deaniac/ 
anti-war insurgency, which roiled 
the Democratic Party between 
2003 and the ascendance of 
Barack Obama. 

In a 2008 article for The Nation, 
the future MSNBC host Chris 
Hayes profiled some of that insur¬ 
gency’s activists. He found that 
while they were (as you would 
expect) liberal or left-leaning, 
they were also people who had 
been mostly apolitical until the 
Bush era, and who had been 
prodded into activism by the 
Iraq-era sense that Something 


Had Gone Wrong, that an Ameri¬ 
ca they took for granted was sud¬ 
denly imperiled. 

This is a useful way to think about 
Tea Party activism as well. The 
movement was always essentially 
right-wing, which is why it was em¬ 
braced (and, at times, exploited) 
by the right’s pre-existing network 
of professionals and pressure 
groups. But it changed Republi¬ 
can politics precisely because it 
mobilized Americans who were 
new to political activism and 
agitation, and who behaved like 
people awakened from a slum¬ 
ber to a situation they no lon¬ 
ger recognized. Wait, we bailed 
out Wall Street ... ? Our deficits 
are ... how big? And this Barack 
Hussein Obama, where did he 
come from? This mix of passion 
and paranoia, commitment and 
confusion, explains why the Tea 
Party’s precise ideological lin¬ 
eaments were so hard for many 
observers to discern, why its lead¬ 
ers were so varied - libertarians 
and evangelicals, entitlement 
reformers and ex-witches - and 
why all the attempts to essential- 
ize the movement (as libertarian 
or authoritarian, anti-Wall Street 
or pro-Wall Street, pro-military or 
pro-defense cuts, pro-Medicare 
or anti-New Deal) didn’t capture 
its complexity. 

Thus Paul Ryan’s green-eyeshad- 
ed Medicare blueprints and Her¬ 
man Cain’s fanciful 9-9-9 plan 
were both “Tea Party” phenom¬ 
ena. Likewise Glenn Beck’s con¬ 
spiracy-scrawled blackboards 
and his teary, apolitical Washing¬ 
ton Mall consciousness-raising. 
Likewise Ron Paul’s and RickSan- 
torum’s presidential campaigns, 
in which two ideologically dissimi¬ 
lar Republican politicians both 
claimed a “Tea Party” mantle. 
Likewise Mitt Romney ... well, no, 
actually, the one thing about 
Republican politics that pretty 
clearly wasn’t “Tea Party” was 
the man the GOP ultimately 
nominated in 2012. 

And therein lies a crucial dif¬ 
ference between the left-wing 
insurgency of the Bush era and 
the right-wing insurgency of the 


last five years. It isn’t just that the 
Bush-era Democratic Party didn’t 
end up as imprisoned by its insur¬ 
gents’ self-destructive tenden¬ 
cies. (The anti-war movement did 
not produce a government shut¬ 
down, for instance.) It’s also that 
the Democrats found, in Barack 
Obama, a liberal politician who 
could transmute the anger of the 
Michael Moore/Cindy Sheehan 
era into a more uplifting mes¬ 
sage, and transform a left-vs.- 
center civil war into a new cen¬ 
ter-left majority. 

For Republicans, no such trans¬ 
formative conservative politician 
has emerged. But - and this is 
why the Tea Party’s legacy is un¬ 
finished - there are several politi¬ 
cians, all elected as insurgents 
and all potential presidential 
candidates in 2016, who still as¬ 
pire to be the Tea Party’s version 
of Obama: Marco Rubio, Rand 
Paul and Ted Cruz. And because 
each embodies different facets 
of the Tea Party phenomenon, 
each would write a very different 
conclusion to its story. 

A Rubio victory would probably 
make the Tea Party seem a little 
less ideological in hindsight, a 
little more Middle American and 
populist, and more like a course 
correction after George W. Bush’s 
“compassionate conservatism” 
than a transformative event. 

A Cruz triumph would lend itself 
to a more ideological reading of 
the Tea Party’s impact, but one 
that fit readily into existing cat¬ 
egories: It would suggest that Tea 
Party-ism was essentially the old 
Reagan catechism in a tricorn 
hat, movement conservatism un¬ 
der a “don’t tread on me” ban¬ 
ner. 

A Paul victory would write a stark¬ 
ly libertarian conclusion to the 
Tea Party’s story, making it seem 
much more revolutionary - a true 
break with both Reaganism and 
Bushism, with an uncertain future 
waiting beyond. 

And what about a Jeb Bush vic¬ 
tory, you say? Well, then maybe it 
will be time to talk, not about the 
Tea Party’s unsettled legacy, but 
about its actual defeat.Q

Is College Worth It? Clearly Yes, New Data Says

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Some newly minted college 
graduates struggle to find 
work. Others accept jobs for 
which they feel overqualified. 
Student debt, meanwhile, has 
topped $1 trillion. 

It’s enough to create a wave 
of questions about whether a 
college education is still worth 
it. 

A new set of income statistics 
answers those questions quite 
clearly: Yes, college is worth 
it, and it’s not even close. For 
all the struggles that many 
young college graduates 
face, a four-year degree has 
probably never been more 
valuable. 

The pay gap between col¬ 
lege graduates and everyone 
else reached a record high 
year, according to the new 
data, which are based on an 
analysis of Labor Department 
statistics by the Economic 
Policy Institute in Washington. 
Americans with four-year col¬ 
lege degrees made 98 per¬ 
cent more an hour on aver¬ 
age in 2013 than people with¬ 
out a degree. That’s up from 
89 percent five years earlier, 
85 percent a decade earlier 
and 64 percent in the early 
1980s. 

There is nothing inevitable 
about this trend. If there were 
more college graduates than 
the economy needed, the 
pay gap would shrink. The 
gap’s recent growth is espe¬ 
cially notable because it has 
come after a rise in the num¬ 
ber of college graduates, 
partly because many people 
went back to school during 
the Great Recession. That 
the pay gap has nonetheless 
continued growing means 
that we’re still not producing 
enough of them. 

“We have too few college 
graduates,’’ says David Autor, 
an MIT economist, who was 
not involved in the Economic 
Policy Institute’s analysis. “We 
also have too few people who 
are prepared for college.’’ 

It’s important to emphasize 
these shortfalls because pub¬ 
lic discussion today - for which 
we in the media deserve 
some responsibility - often fo¬ 
cuses on the undeniable fact 
that a bachelor’s degree 
does not guarantee success. 
But of course it doesn’t. Noth¬ 
ing guarantees success, es¬ 
pecially after 15 years of dis¬ 
appointing economic growth 
and rising inequality. 

When experts and journalists 
spent so much time talking 
about the limitations of edu¬ 
cation, they almost certainly 
are discouraging some teen¬ 
agers from going to college 


and some adults from going 
back to earn degrees. (Those 
same experts and journalists 
are sending their own children 
to college and often obsess¬ 
ing over which one.) The de¬ 
cision not to attend college 
for fear that it’s a bad deal is 
among the most economical¬ 
ly irrational decisions anybody 
could make in 2014. 

The much-discussed cost of 
college doesn’t change this 
fact. According to a paper 
by Autor published Thursday 
in the journal Science, the 
true cost of a college degree 


differences between college 
graduates and nongraduates 
- differences that would exist 
regardless of schooling. Yet 
other research, comparing 
otherwise similar people who 
did and did not graduate 
from college, has also found 
that education brings a huge 
return. 

In a similar vein, the new Eco¬ 
nomic Policy Institute numbers 
show that the benefits of col¬ 
lege are going not only to 
graduates of elite colleges, 
who typically go onto to earn 
graduate degrees. The wage 


lege graduates who took out 
loans, average debt is about 
$25,000, a sum that is a tiny 
fraction of the economic ben¬ 
efits of college. (My own stu¬ 
dent debt, as it happens, was 
almost identical to this figure, 
in inflation-adjusted terms.) 
And the unemployment rate 
in April for people between 25 
and 34 years old with a bach¬ 
elor’s degree was a mere 3 
percent. 

I find the data from the Eco¬ 
nomic Policy Institute espe¬ 
cially telling because the insti¬

From the country’s perspec¬ 
tive, education can be only 
part of the solution to our 
economic problems.

But from almost any individu¬ 
al’s perspective, college is a 
no-brainer. It’s the most reli¬ 
able ticket to the middle class 
and beyond. Those who ques¬ 
tion the value of college tend

is about negative $500,000. 
That’s right: Over the long run, 
college is cheaper than free. 
Not going to college will cost 
you about half a million dol¬ 
lars. 

Autor’s paper - building on 
work by economists Christo¬ 
pher Avery and Sarah Turn¬ 
er - arrives at that figure first 
by calculating the very real 
cost of tuition and fees. This 
amount is then subtracted 
from the lifetime gap be¬ 
tween the earnings of college 
graduates and high school 
graduates. After adjusting for 
inflation and the time value 
of money, the net cost of 
college is negative $500,000, 
roughly double what it was 
three decades ago. 

This calculation is necessarily 
imprecise, because it can’t 
control for any pre-existing 


gap between people with 
only a bachelor’s degree and 
people without such a de¬ 
gree has also kept rising. 
Tellingly, though, the wage 
premium for people who 
have attended college with¬ 
out earning a bachelor’s de¬ 
gree - a group that includes 
community-college gradu¬ 
ates - has not been rising. 
The big economic returns 
go to people with four-year 
degrees. Those returns un¬ 
derscore the importance of 
efforts to reduce the college 
dropout rate. 

But what about all those 
alarming stories you hear 
about indebted, jobless col¬ 
lege graduates? 

The anecdotes may be real, 
yet the conventional wisdom 
often exaggerates the prob¬ 
lem. Among four-year col¬ 


group - makes a point of ar¬ 
guing that education is not 
the solution to all of the econ¬ 
omy’s problems. That is impor¬ 
tant, too. College graduates, 
like almost everyone else, are 
suffering from the economy’s 
weak growth and from the 
disproportionate share of this 
growth flowing to the very 
richest households. 

The average hourly wage for 
college graduates has risen 
only 1 percent over the past 
decade, to about $32.60. The 
pay gap has grown mostly 
because the average wage 
for everyone else has fallen - 5 
percent, to about $16.50. 

“To me, the picture is people 
in almost every kind of job not 
being able to see their wages 
grow,” Lawrence Mishel, the 
institute’s president, told me. 
“Wage growth essentially 


knowing their own children 
will attend it. 

Not so many decades ago, 
high school was considered 
the frontier of education. 
Some people even argued 
that it was a waste to encour¬ 
age Americans from humble 
backgrounds to spend four 
years of life attending high 
school. Today, obviously, the 
notion that everyone should 
attend 13 years of school is in¬ 
disputable. 

But there is nothing magical 
about 13 years of education. 
As the economy becomes 
more technologically com¬ 
plex, the amount of educa¬ 
tion that people need will rise. 
At some point, 15 years or 17 
years of education will make 
more sense as a universal 
goal. That point, in fact, has 
already arrived.Q
